It  is  a serious  thing 
that  God’s  precious  truth  is  so  of 
ten  presented  in  a manner  to  turn 
people  away,  instead  of  inclining 
them  to  it.  How  much  bettei 
would  it  be,  when  we  attempt  any 
work  for  him,  ‘o  mark  out  and 
follow  carefully  the  surest  stops 
to  success,  th  n to  rush  thoughtless- 
ly ahead,  to  meet  so  often  disas- 
trous failure.  It  is  simply  a shame 
that  we  should  so  frequently  fail  in 
our  sineerest  efforts,  because  ot 
wrong  tactics;  defeat  our  noblest 
ends  by  unwise  means.
